Our  New  Under  date  of  February  25, 
President  1922,  Dr.  Richards'  official 
acceptance  of  the  Presidency 
of  Lehigh  was  sent  to  Dr.  H.  R.  Price,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lehigh 
University.  This  acceptance  is  to  become 
effective  on  September  1,  1922.  This  is  the 
earliest  date  possible  for  Dr.  Richards  to 
take  charge  as  his  hands  will  be  full  during 
the  balance  of  this  collegiate  year  in  clear- 
ing the  decks  for  his  successor  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois.  In  talking  over  with 
him  the  question  of  meeting  the  Alumni, 
Dr.  Richards  expressed  the  desire  to  visit 
all  the  Alumni  Clubs  as  soon  as  was  pos- 
sible after  his  installation  as  President  of 
Lehigh.  It  is  probable  that  a  schedule  of 
dinners  will  be  arranged  for  next  October 
and  November  to  suit  the  mutual  con- 
venience of  the  various  clubs  without  cut- 
ting too  deeply  into  the  time  that  our  Presi- 
dent must  devote  to  University  duties. 

In  his  letter  of  aceptance  there  is  a  para- 
graph I  wish  to  quote: 

"I  am  deeply  appreciative  of  the  honor 
which  you  and  your  associates  have  con- 
ferred upon  me  and  of  the  evidences  of 
good-will  and  the  spirit  of  cooperation 
shown  in  the  communications  from  the 
Faculty  and  Alumni  Committees." 

The  spirit  of  good -will  and  cooperation 
of  which  Dr.  Richards  speaks  is  not  the 
least  of  the  many  good  results  of  the  past 
two  years.  For  the  first  time  in  Lehigh's 
history  trustees,  faculty  and  alumni  are 
strongly  united  and  mutually  responsive.  I 
firmly  believe  that  had  Dr.  Richards  been 
available  when  he  was  first  approached  in 
1920  and  had  his  election  taken  place  at  that 
time,  that  the  greatest  asset  Lehigh  pos- 
sesses toda> — that  good-will  and  coopera- 
tion between  trustees,  faculty  and  alumni — 
would  be  non-existant.  For,  to  be  abso- 
lutely Crank,  those  three  bodies  were  as  far 
apart  as  the  poles  when  our  search  for  a 
president  started.  Today  we  are  solidly 
united,  having  faith  in  each  other,  in  Dr. 
Richards  as  a  leader  anil  in  Lehigh's  future. 
It  will  be  strange  indeed  if  we  do  not  in  a 
few  years  make  Lehigh  recognized  the 
country  over  as  the  training  school  for  the 
leaders  of  national  industry. 


COMMENT 

Alumni  Of    course    almost    the    first 

Day  question  I  asked  Dr.  Richards 

June  10  after  his  election  was  whether 

he  would  be  able  to  be  with 
us  on  June  9  and  10  for  our  Alumni  celebra- 
tion. Unfortunately,  Commencement  at 
Illinois  falls  this  year  on  practically  the 
same  date  as  the  Lehigh  Commencement, 
but  nevertheless  he  thought  it  might  be 
possible  to  get  to  Bethlehem  for  Alumni 
Day.  In  writing  to  him  at  a  later  date,  I 
again  mentioned  this  matter.  In  his 
answer  he  spoke  feelingly  of  the  evidences 
of  good-will  which  had  been  exhibited  by 
the  Alumni  of  Lehigh  over  his  election  and 
his  great  desire  to  be  with  us  for  the 
Alumni  Dinner  on  June  9  and  Alumni  Day, 
June  10.  He  goes  on  to  say,  "I  rather  hesi- 
tate to  have  you  announce  definitely  that  I 
shall  be  in  attendance  at  the  Alumni  Meet- 
ing on  June  9  and  10,  for  something  may 
develop  which  will  render  it  exceedingly 
difficult  for  me  to  absent  myself  from  my 
duties  here.  The  springtime  is  always  an 
unusually  busy  one  in  the  office  of  a  college 
executive  and  I  am  anxious,  of  course,  to 
have  everything  here  in  the  very  best  pos- 
sible condition  before  I  finally  leave.

Memorial  ruary  Bulletin,  the  architects 
have  sent  out  invitations  for 
bids.  In  addition  to  a  small  list  of  bidders 
selected  by  the  Building  Committee,  plans 
were  furnished  to  any  contractor  who  could 
show  a  Lehigh  connection.  In  other  words, 
any  Lehigh  man  who  reads  his  Bulletin 
knew  of  the  bidding  before  the  plans  were 
ready  and  had  plenty  of  time  to  secure 
them  and  prepare  a  bid  before  March  15, 
the  date  on  which  all  bids  must  be  in.  And 
certainly  a  lot  of  them  took  advantage  of 
their  Lehigh  connection  to  ask  for  plans. 
Personally,  I  hope  some  contractor  with  a 
Lehigh  connection  wins  the  job.  But  it  will 
have  to  be  on  the  basis  on  the  low  dollar, 
for  our  funds  are  very  limited.  In  fact,  it 
may  be  that  no  bid  will  be  low  enough  to 
come  within  the  limits  of  the  money  we 
have  collected.

elected  Charles  D.  Marshall,  '88,  to  fill  the 
vacancy  created  by  the  death  of  Charles  L. 
Taylor,  '76.  Marshall  was  President  of  the 
Alumni  Association  from  June,  1919,  to 
June,  1921,  when  he  was  elected  Honorary 
Alumnus  Trustee.  His  election  to  a 
regular  place  on  the  Board  leaves  a  vacancy 
to  be  filled  in  the  office  of  Alumnus  Trustee. 
The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Alumni  As- 
sociation have  appointed  Taylor  Allderdice, 
'83,  as  Honorary  Alumnus  Trustee,  to  serve 
until  June,  when  a  successor  to  Marshall 
will  be  elected  for  the  balance  of  the  term. 

The  election  of  Marshall  as  Trustee  is 
especially  gratifying  to  those  who  have 
followed  his  splendid  leadership  in  the 
Alumni  Association  for  the  past  several 
years.

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RESOLUTIONS   BY  TRUSTEES  AND  FACULTY 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  o£  Lehigh  University,  held  February 
7,  1922,  the  following  minute  was  adopted  : 

"CHARLES  LEWIS  TAYLOR.  In  the  death  of  our  beloved  colleague  in  the 
Board.  Charles  Lewis  Taylor,  Lehigh  University  mourns  the  loss  of  one  who 
greatly  loved  his  Alma  Mater,  and  his  life  of  distinguished  service  reflected  high 
credit  on  the  Institution  at  which  he  received  his  initial  training  for  his  remark- 
able record  of  accomplishment  in  Metallurgical  Engineering  and  particularly  in 
the  development,  In  the  Carnegie  corporations,  of  the  advanced  steel  industry  of 
the  present  day. 

"Graduating  with  the  degree  of  Engineer  of  Mines  in  1876,  he  entered  the 
service  of  the  Cambria  Iron  Company  as  Assistant  Chemist,  becoming  later 
Assistant  Superintendent  of  Blast  Furnaces.  In  1S80  he  became  Chemist  and 
later  Superintendent  of  the  Pittsburgh-Bessemer  Steel  Company  and  remained 
in  the  service  of  the  Carnegie  companies,  being  recognized  by  Mr.  Carnegie  as 
one  of  his  partners,  until  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Carnegie  and  the  formation  of 
the  United  States  Steel  Corporation,  when  Mr.  Taylor  also  retired,  and  at  Mr. 
Carnegie's  request  became  Chairman  of  the  Carnegie  Relief  Fund.  On  the  merger 
of  that  fund  with  the  Beneficial  Fund  of  the  United  States  Steel  Corporation,  Mr. 
Taylor  became  Vice-President  of  the  United  States  Steel  and  Carnegie  Pension 
Fund,  which  position  he  occupied  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  also  President 
of  the  Carnegie  Hero  Fund  Commission  and  a  Trustee  of  the  Carnegie  Peace 
Fund ;  of  the  Carnegie  Library ;  of  the  Carnegie  Institute ;  of  the  Carnegie 
Institute  of  Technology,  and  of  the  Carnegie  Corporation.  Also  for  many  years 
a  Trustee  of  Lehigh  University,  a  devoted  supporter  of  the  University,  and  a 
Trustco  of  the  estate  of  Asa  Packer. 

"Mr.  Taylor  was  a  man  devoted  to  public  service,  and  his  charities  in  the 
Lillian  Home  and  the  Klngsley  House  Association  of  Pittsburgh,  and  In  the 
Western  Pennsylvania  Institute  for  the  Blind  have  brought  health  and  happiness 
to  many. 

"His  friends  have  deeply  felt  for  his  devoted  wife  and  daughter  in  their 
care  for  his  health  and  comfort  during  his  long  and  trying  illness,  and  extend 
to  them  heart-felt  sympathy  In  their  sorrow  and  loss.  Now  that  he  has  gone  to 
his  rest  his  devoted  associates  of  Lehigh  University,  trustees,  faculty,  alumni 
and  students,  unite  in  grief  over  his  death  and  In  grateful  recognition  of  his 
many   and  continued   and   great  services   to  his  Alma   Mater."

CHAPTER  XI 
Academic  Administration 

Lehigh's  system  of  academic  administration  has  grown  up  in  an  effective, 
but  haphazzard  sort  of  way  to  keep  pace  with  the  number  of  students.  When 
Lehigh  got  a  college  commons,  she  turned  to  her  friend  the  Lehigh  Valley  Rail- 
road and  found  a  steward.  When  she  acquired  a  typewriter,  she  added  on  a 
typist,  and  so  on.  In  the  beginning,  relations  between  the  Founder,  the  Trustees, 
President,  and  Faculty  were  informal ;  Dr.  Coppee  probably  did  very  much  as 
he  pleased,  and  the  others  followed  after  willingly  enough.  As  the  number  of 
students  gradually  increased,  administration  became  less  of  a  family  matter, 
but  Lehigh  has  never  lost  the  personal,  paternalistic  tone  which  characterizes 
every  similar  private  university  as  contrasted  with  the  state  or  municipal  in- 
stitution. There  is  no  profit  in  comparing  the  private  with  the  public  university. 
The  difference  is  fundamental.  Those  who  want  more  equipment,  more  efficiency, 
more  adding  machines  and  less  direct  play  of  personality  between  students, 
professors  and  president,  can  go  to  the  public  institutions.  These  latter,  by 
reason  of  enormous  student  enrollment  and  the  surety  of  an  ample  annual  in- 
come from  the  public  purse,  find  it  necessary  and  profitable  to  employ  numerous 
special  administrative  officers.  The  smaller  private  university  finds  it  satis- 
factory to  all  concerned  to  delegate  to  a  great  extent  these  administrative  func- 
tions to  members  of  the  faculty.  It  is  cheaper,  and  the  faculty  members  like 
it. 

Lehigh  has  ten  Trustees,  self  perpetuating,  the  members  elected  for  life. 
She  has  four  Alumni  Trustees,  and,  at  present,  one  Honorary  Trustee.  The 
Trustees  distribute  the  income  between  the  various  departments,  and  control 
all  salaries.  Radical  departmental  changes  or  innovations  affecting  the  educa- 
tional policy  of  the  University  are  submitted  to  their  judgment.  Elisha  Packer 
Wilbur  served  as  Treasurer  of  the  University  from  its  foundation  until  1879, 
when  he  was  relieved  of  the  office  for  twelve  years  by  H.  Stanley  Grant.  Mr. 
Wilbur  served  again  as  Treasurer  until  1901,  and  the  E.  P.  Wilbur  Trust  Com- 
pany now  acts  as  Treasurer,  the  University's  securities  being  deposited  in  the 
vaults  of  the  Girard  Trust  Company,  at  Philadelphia,  Pa. 

Tuition  at  Lehigh  was  one  hundred  dollars  a  year  until  1871,  when  all 
tuition  fees  were  abolished,  and  all  scholarships  annulled.  In  1892  tuition  was 
again  resumed,  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  engineers  and  sixty  dol- 
lars for  the  School  of  General  Literature,— amounts  lower  than  asked  by  the 
great  majority  of  technical  schools  at  that  time.  These  rates  have  been  gradu- 
ally increased.  Today  the  University  is  divided  into  three  colleges :  of  Engineer- 
ing, of  Arts,  and  of  Business  Administration,  with  the  rates  of  three  hundred, 
two  hundred,  and  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  respectively.  Friends  of  the 
University  have  donated  generous  sums  to  be  used  for  scholarships.  One  of  the 
most  fruitful  of  these  gifts  is  a  fund  amounting  to  over  one  hundred  and  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  the  income  of  which  is  lent  to  deserving  students. 

The  statute  books  at  Lehigh  do  not  provide  for  means  of  direct  communica- 
tion between  Trustees  and  Faculty.  Occasions  have  arisen  of  such  urgency  as 
to  break  down  this  barrier,  but  usually  all  communication  between  the  two 
bodies  goes  through  the  President.  Perhaps  nobody  on  earth  except  a  sailor 
is  expected  to  know  how  to  do  as  many  things  as  a  college  president,  especially 
the  president  of  a  private  university.  He  has  to  collect  money  and  advertise  the 
college  and  soothe  everybody  down  and  jack  everybody  up  and  look  well  on  a 
platform  in  a  hat  with  a  gold  tassel.  Lehigh  has  had  five,  of  whom  we  shall  speak 
later. 
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One  of  the  most  important  functions  of  the  President  is  the  procuring  of  new 
professors.  Dr.  Hyde,  the  famous  President  of  Bowdoin  College,  said  he  con- 
sidered that  a  college  president  amply  fulfilled  his  calling  if  he  procured  in  one 
year  three  good  men  for  the  faculty.  This  seeking  of  professors  is  no  easy  task, 
and  the  worst  of  it  is  that  if  the  president  has  hard  luck  and  installs  an  incom- 
petent there  is  no  way  to  get  rid  of  him.  Unless  the  incompetent  professor 
commits  some  heinous  crime  and  goes  to  jail,  he  stays  at  the  university  all  his 
life.  And  incompetent  professors  rarely  commit  crimes.  As  Dr.  Butler  of 
Columbia  phrases  it:  "There  is  unfortunately  no  public  opinion,  either  within 
a  university  or  in  the  community  at  large,  which  will  sustain  the  displacement 
of  a  teacher  simply  because  he  cannot  teach." 

During  Dr.  Drinker's  administration  it  was  found  expedient  to  create  the 
office  of  Vice-President.  The  Vice-President  has  to  do  all  the  things  the  Presi- 
dent has  not  time  to  do,  without  any  of  the  glory.  It  is  an  office  which  can  be 
of  great  significance  or  of  none,  according  to  the  character  of  the  man  who  fills 
it.  Happily  for  Lehigh,  her  one  Vice-President  belongs  in  the  first  category. 
Dr.  Natt  Morrill  Emery  held  this  position  for  ten  years,  and  since  Dr.  Drinker's 
retirement  in  1920  has  served  as  Acting  President.  After  his  graduation  from 
Dartmouth  College  in  IS!*.").  Mr.  Emery  came  to  Lehigh  to  tench  English,  and 
while  serving  in  that  capacity  took  his  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  from  Lehigh. 
In  1899  be  became  Registrar;  thirteen  years  later  Assistant  to  the  President, 
and,  in  1910,  Vice-President.  In  1916  Ursinus  College  conferred  upon  him  the 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Letters.  lie  is  one  of  the  most  faithful  servants 
the  University  ever  had. 

Like  the  office  of  Vice-President,  the  office  of  University  Registrar  is  en- 
larged or  belittled  by  the  personality  of  the  holder.  The  Registrar  has  in  his 
hands  statistical,  rockbottom  information  concerning  every  department  in  col- 
lege. Both  Dr.  Emery  and  Mr,  Wallers,  who  in  1912  took  his  place,  held  teach- 
ing positions  in  the  English  Department  in  addition  to  their  position  as  Regis- 
trar. Raymond  Walters,  a  graduate  of  Lehigh  (M.A.,  1913)  served  as  Registrar 
from  1912  until  1921,  when,  to  the  regret  of  everyone  concerned  with  his  Alma 
.Mater,  he  resigned  to  become  Dean  of  Swarthmore  College. 

Mr.  F.  R.  Ashbaugh  has  served  the  University  for  twenty-live  years,  firs!  as 
Secretary  to  the  President,  then  as  Bursar.  In  all  this  time  bis  efficiency  has 
been  one  of  the  very  real  assets  of  the  University. 

In  addition  to  the  academic  administrators  there  are  three  other  names  which 
no  historian  of  the  University  can  afford  to  omit.  It  you  live  on  the  campus, 
any  one  of  the  three  has  power  to  transform  your  life  from  hell  to  heaven,  or 
the  other  way  about.  They  are:  .1.  Clarence  Cranmer.  Superintendent  of  Build- 
ings and  Gr Is,  who  in  eighteen  years  has  planted  upwards  of  one  hundred 

thousand  trees  on  the  face  of  South  Mountain;  .John  I).  Ilartigan,  Master 
Mechanic,  now  in  his  twenty-tirst  year  of  service  at  Lehigh,  and  George  B. 
Matthews.   Steward   of   the   College   Commons  since   1907. 

Lehigh  has  twenty  si\  full  Professors,  fourteen  Associate  Professors,  thirty- 
Eour  Assistant  Professors,  twenty-three  Instructors  and  seven  Assistants.*  So 
runs  the  hierarchy  of  the  teaching  profession.    As  nearlj  as  can  be  ascertained 

from  the  Statement  of  Operations  for  the  year  ending  March  31,   1921,  fifty-two 

per  ceni.  of  Lehigh's  annual  income  goes  to  the  salaries  of  teachers,  Pro- 
fessor Thornburg  has  served  as  Secretary  of  the  Facultj  for  twentj  years. 
Resides  i he  implied  duties  of  Secretary  of  the  Faculty,  Professor  Thornhurg 

assumes  the  heavy  task  of  arranging  the  roster  of  studies  for  the  entire 
University.  All  grades  are  turned  in  to  bim  once  a  month.  These  records  he 
keeps  in  his  office  in  a  large  iron  safe.  If  the  President,  or  a  student,  or  a 
"parent",  or  a  professor,  or  anybody  else,  wants  final  facts  about  a  student 
"case"  he  climbs  up   Packer   Hall  stairs  and   knocks  on    Professor  Thornburg 's

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door.  Then  he  waits  while  the  Professor  opens  the  safe.  There  is  something 
very  forbidding-  about  that  safe, — perhaps  because  what  conies  out  of  .it  is  always 
so  completely,  so  fatally  accurate.  It  would  be  wiser  for  a  criminal  to  question 
the  authority  of  the  judge  on  the  bench  than  for  an  ordinary  mortal  to  question 
the  ultimate  truth  of  anything  that  comes  out  of  that  safe. 

Professor  Palmer,  Professor  of  German,  is  head  of  the  College  of  Arts,  and 
Professor  Stewart,  Professor  of  Economics  and  History,  is  head  of  the  College 
of  Business  Administration  and  Director  of  the  Library.  Each  department  has 
its  own  standard  of  grading  and  marking,  and  is  "hard"  or  "soft"  according 
to  the  character  of  its  professors.  Each  college,  and  we  might  add,  each  de- 
partment, is  autonomous.  It  is  a  little  kingdom  within  itself,  and  woe  to  the 
professor  from  over  the  Engineering  border  who  attempts  to  dictate  to  his 
neighboring  potentate  in  Coppee  Hall,  or  vice  versa! 

Whether  a  university  is  run  on  the  military,  cooperative,  or  autonomous 
department  plan,  is  due  largely  to  the  influence  of  the  President.  Both  Dr. 
Coppee  and  Dr.  Drown  were  teachers  themselves,  and  consequently  interested 
themselves  more,  perhaps,  in  questions  of  educational  policy  than  in  any  other 
direction.  Dr.  Lamberton  and  Dr.  Drinker  were  primarily  administrators.  Dr, 
Drinker  gave  the  heads  of  his  departments  absolute  authority  on  all  questions 
concerning  the  running  of  their  clepai'tments.  He  would  no  more  have  thought 
of  putting  his  head  in  a  department  door  and  asking  what  text  book  Professor 
Blank  was  using  in  thermo  dynamics  than  he  would  have  thought  of  stealing 
a  ride  on  a  roller  coaster.  Once  a  month  the  President  presides  at  a  Faculty 
Meeting.  On  these  occasions  the  President's  wife  and  the  Faculty  wives  leave 
the  latch  string  out  and  arrange  a  cold  supper  which  can  be  kept  waiting  in- 
definitely. Usually  the  head  of  the  house  comes  home  looking  as  though  he  had 
just  completed  a  day's  stone  crushing.  Ask  him  what  happened  at  Faculty 
Meeting,  and  he  says,  ' '  Oh,  nothing ! ' ' 

Inter-departmental 'intercourse  has,  however,  increased  largely  during  tha 
last  few  years.  Now  and  then,  in  the  past,  there  has  existed  some  professor 
with  a  lively  sense  of  the  benefits  accruing  from  inter-departmental  teamwork. 
Professor  McKibben,  head  of  the  Department  of  Civil  Engineering,  one  Spring 
day  invited  all  the  members  of  the  Faculty  to  attend  a  demonstration  class  in 
the  testing  of  materials — sounds  dull,  but  it  was  not,  and  everyone  came  away 
feeling  that  he  had  had  a  good  time  and  that  the  testing  laboratory  was  earning 
its  keep. 

Lehigh  is  a  hardworking,  practical  kind  of  a  place.  Through  sixty  yearn 
she  has  kept  her  ear  pretty  close  to  the  ground,  but  every  decade  or  so  sho 
stands  up  and  gives  herself  a  shake,  and  loses  about  a  ton  of  mossy  prejudice 
left  over  from  the  last  generation.  Early  in  1921  it  became  apparent  that  the 
University  needed  an  expert  overhauling,  as  to  educational  policy,  teaching 
methods,  curricula,  and  student  discipline.  To  facilitate  this  overhauling  pro- 
cess, the  Faculty  reorganized  and  simplified  its  committee  system,  the  following 
permanent  committees  emerging  from  the  process:  On  the  Standing  of  Students, 
Honorary  Degrees,  Graduate  Courses,  Athletics,  Educational  Policy,  Petitions, 
Student  Activities,  Discipline,  and  University  Extension. 

The  war  gave  our  American  colleges  a  much  needed  shake-up.  A  report  of 
the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Education  says  that  one  of  the  healthiest 
results  of  the  shake-up  was  the  way  in  which  it  forced  to  the  light  the  operative 
machinery  of  these  colleges.  The  more  progressive  of  them  acquired  the  habit 
of  making  annually  a  survey  of  their  scholastic  and  fiscal  conditions,  presenting 
graphical  and  tabular  records  of  various  phases  of  their  activity,  including 
analyses  of  work  of  student  and  teacher.  These  facts  they  make  use  of  in  de- 
ciding upon  new  policies. 

"There  has  also  been,"  says  the  report,  "a  gratifying  disposition  to  make 
these  facts  public.  Probably  nothing  a  college  can  do  serves  better  to  strengthen 
the  public  confidence  in  the  integrity  and  efficiency  of  its  management."

President  Weymouth  called  on  the 
Alumni  Secretary,  Walter  Okeson,  to 
state  the  reason  for  the  meeting.  Okeson 
briefly  reviewed  the  need  of  a  representa- 
tive, deliberative  body  of  the  Alumni  to 
decide  all  matters  of  Alumni  policy  and 
stated  that  the  meeting  had  been  called 
in  fullflllment  of  the  mandate  of  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion, June  10,  1921,  which  called  for  the 
formation  of  such  a  council,  with  one 
delegate  from  each  class  and  one  from 
each  club,  with  an  additional  representa- 
tive when  club  membership  exceeded  one 
hundred. 

Okeson  then  briefly  reviewed  the 
action  of  Trustees,  Faculty  and  Alumni 
that  had  led  to  the  selection  of  Dr. 
Charles  Russ  Richards  as  President  of 
Lehigh.  He  made  it  clear  that  Dr. 
Richards  had  been  given  to  understand 
that  Lehigh's  sons  desired  her  develop- 
ment, not  into  a  larger  college  but  into 
the  leading  college  of  her  especial  field. 
That  on  the  basis  of  the  expressed  will- 
ingness of  Lehigh  Trustees  and  Alumni 
to  play  their  part  of  the  work  in  such  a 
development  Dr.  Richards  had  agreed  to 
become  our  leader.  Therefore  the  great 
work  before  the  Alumni  Council  was  to 
And  the  ways  and  means  of  Increasing 
Lehigh's  endowment  so  that  Dr.  Richards' 
time  and  energy  might  lie  spent  in  plan- 
ing and  executing  the  work  of  creating 
the  Lehigh  of  our  dreams.  The  lirst  step 
must  necessarily  he  a  strong  continuing 
organization  of  the  Council  which  would 
lock  together  the  Alumni  Directors  and 
the  uio.it  alumni  body  into  a  cohesive 
unity. 

\V.  C.  Dickerman,  '96,  suggested  that 
the  Alumni  officers  and  Alumni  Trustees 
be  made  members  of  the  Council  and  act 
as  officers  of  both  bodies,  thus  eliminat- 
ing as  much   n>   possible  loss   in   time  and

Baker,  '96,  spoke  in  favor  of  the  Coun- 
cil   acting    as    the    nominating    committee. 

Snyder.  '86,  caused  a  laugh  by  asking 
"What's  tin'  slate.  Whatever  it  is  I'm 
in   favor  of  it." 

Parker-Smith,  '86,  said  that  the  coun- 
cil could  not  legislate  lor  tin-  Alumni 
Association   which    had   called   it    into   ex 
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istence  and  suggested  that  they  organize 
by  adopting  as  their  officers  the  officers 
of  the  Alumni  Association  and  leave  to 
the  Alumni  body  the  question  of  chang- 
ing the  By-Laws. 

A  motion  was  make  and  seconded  as 
follows:  "That  the  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil be  chosen  by  such  means  as  each  class 
and  club  shall  determine,  and  that  the 
officers  and  directors  of  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation, by  virtue  of  their  election,  shall 
become  members  and  officers  of  the 
Alumni  Council." 

After  discussion  by  Robinson,  '00; 
Perry,  '88;  Diebitsch,  '89;  Snyder,  '85; 
Turner,  '94;  Baker,  '95,  and  Forstall,  '83, 
the  motion  was  put  to  a  vote  and  unani- 
mously carried. 

Moved  and  seconded  that  the  Council 
hold  a  meeting  in  June,  in  Bethlehem, 
the  time  and  place  to  be  determined  by 
the  officers.  Carried.  Estes,  '05,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Lehigh  Home  Club,  on  behalf 
of    that    Club,    offered    to    entertain    the 


Council  at  the  June  Meeting.  Accepted 
with  thanks.  (Kind  of  entertainment  not 
specified.) 

Griffith,  '7  6,  suggested  a  committee  be 
appointed  to  prepare  a  tentative  program 
of  work  for  that  meeting.  King,  '08, 
moved  that  the  officers  prepare  such  a 
program.     Carried. 

Petty,  '09,  suggested  that  one  of  the 
items  on  such  a  program  should  be  a 
scheme  for  better  class  organizations, 
and  further  suggested  that  the  minutes 
of  this  meeting  be  sent  to  all  the  dele- 
gates present.  (Here  they  are,  boys. 
Anyone  that  writes  for  them  proves  he 
don't  read  the  Bulletin.) 

It  was  enthusiastically  and  unanimous- 
ly voted  that  the  Alumni  Secretary  advise 
Dr.  Richards  of  the  determination  of  the 
Alumni  Council  and  of  all  the  Clubs  and 
Classes  they  represent  to  work  unceas- 
ingly to  aid  in  making  his  administration 
an  unqualified   success.

Lehigh   Still   on   Deck  in  France 

Editor's  Note. — Everyone  in  the  New  York  Le- 
high Club  knows  and  loves  C.  O.  Mailloux,  Sc.D. 
(Hon.),  '14.  He  never  misses  a  meeting  when  he 
is  at  home.  The  following  letter  was  sent  me  by 
the  President  of  the  New  York  Club  in  order  that 
I  might  make  up  a  news  item.  But  I  enjoyed  the 
letter  so  much  that  I  am  going  to  risk  Mailloux's 
displeasure  and  publish  it  verbatim.  He's  such  a 
good  fellow  that  I  don't  much  fear  a  "dressing- 
down"  from  him.

Dear   Mr.    McNaier : 

I  have  your  letter  of  the  13th  instant.  Honors 
are  being  thrust  upon  me  very  fast  of  late.  The 
"honor"  of  being  made  a  member  of  the  HUSTL- 
ING COMMITTEE  of  the  N.  Y.  Lehigh  Club  for 
1922  is  the  fourth  that  has  come  my  way  in  the 
last  two   months. 

The  first  was  the  egregious  honor  of  being  in- 
vited, at  the  request  of  the  President  of  the  French 
Republic,  to  deliver  an  address  of  eulogy  of 
Ampere,  the  great  French  physicist,  on  the  oc- 
casion of  the  celebration  of  the  Centennial  of  his 
discovery  of  the  laws  of  electrodynamics.  This 
.  event  came  off  on  the  24th  of  November,  at  the 
Sorbonne,  the  meeting  (in  the  grand  amphi- 
theatre) being  presided  by  the  President  of  the 
Republic  himself.  One  of  the  incidents  of  that 
address  is  of  special  interest  to  Lehigh.  I  saw  a 
chance  to  put  Lehigh  on  the  map  on  that  occasion  ; 
so,  before  going  to  Paris,  I  connected  with  my 
good  friend  Bill  Esty,  Lehigh's  genial  professor 
of  electrical  engineering,  and  put  him  up  to  hav- 
ing an  address  of  greeting  and  congratulations 
prepared  for  the  occasion,  signed  by  him  and  by 
Dr.  Emery.     The  address,  which  was  a  "corker," 


reached  me  on  the  steamer.  Well,  I  wish  that  a 
delegation  from  the  N.  Y.  Lehigh  Club  had  been 
there,  with  its  official  cheer-leader, — unless  Okie 
the  great  could  have  taken  the  job,  as  in  days  of 
yore — to  give  a  few  samples  of  Lehigh  enthusiasm. 
As  it  was,  I  am  sure  that  Lehigh  was  never  be- 
fore so  much  applauded  and  "ovationed"  as  on 
this  occasion.  I  wore  the  doctor's  gown  with  the 
Lehigh  hood  and  colors  ;  I  had  a  seat  in  the  front 
row,  on  the  platform,  not  far  from  the  President, 
and  the  gold  braid  and  decorations  on  each  side 
and  back  of  me  made  a  rather  fine  setting  for  the 
representative  of  Lehigh,  who  felt  that,  figurative- 
ly speaking,  Lehigh  was  there,  this  time,  "with 
bells  on."  I  shall  not  attempt  to  tell  you  of  the 
enthusiasm  and  applause  resulting  from  the  ad- 
dress. In  many  respects,  the  event  was  the  great- 
est one  I  have  passed  through.  The  personal 
handshake  and  congratulations  of  the  President 
showed  that  he  certainly  was  not  sorry  that  he 
had  picked  me  out  for  this  address.  As  I  left  the 
stage  crowds  of  friends  and  strangers  came  to- 
ward me  to  greet  me  and  congratulate  me,  and 
they  followed  me  clear  into  the  dressing  room. 
That  night,  at  a  banquet,  I  received  more  con- 
gratulations ;  and  for  ten  days  afterwards  I  re- 
ceived more  congratulations  by  telephone  and  by 
letter.  So  I  can  say  that  I  was  not  sorry  either 
that  I  was  invited  and  that  I  accepted  the  in- 
vitation, even  at  some  inconvenience. 

The  second  event  was  my  being  made  Honorary 
President  of  the  International  Conference  on 
Electric  Superpower  Systems,  which  occurred  in 
Paris,  during  the  same  week  (November  21-26). 
One  of  the  incidents  of  that  Conference  was  the 
presentation  by  me  of  a  paper  by  Lehigh's  tallest 
alumnus.  (William  Spencer  Murray,  Lehigh  '95), 
giving  the  substance  of  the  epoch-making  "SUP- 
ERPOWER SURVEY"  made  under  his  direction 
by  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  (See  Professional 
Paper  No.  123).  This  honor  was  what  I  might 
term  a  "by-product"  of  the  trip. 

The  third  event  was  my  being  promoted  in  the 
Legion  d'Honneur,  from  the  grade  of  Chevalier  to 
that  of  Officer,  by  special  decree  of  the  President. 
The  decree  was  signed  by  the  President  before 
my  address  was  delivered  ;  but,  as  already  stated, 
the  President  did  not  appear  to  regret  what  hap- 
pened. Congratulations  are  still  coming  from 
friends   and   colleagues   in   France   who  heard   the 
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news  only  after    r    had   sailed   for   America.      This 
honor  was  "in  the  wind."  but  the  trip  "clinched" 

it. 

I  am  not  sure  that  I  will  still  be  here  when  the 
next  dinner  of  the  Club  takes  place.  If  I  cannot 
attend,  phase  remember  me  kindly  to  all  the  boys, 
and  assure  them  that  I  will  always  be  faithful 
and  loyal  to  Lehigh  and  the  X.  Y.  Lehigh  Club.

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COLLEGE  AND 

WRESTLIXG 

On  March  24  and  25,  the  Intercollegiat.es 
will  he  held  here  at  Lehigh  and  your 
natural  question  is  what  chance  does  Le- 
high have  to  win.  On  the  hasis  of  the 
scores  in  dual  meets,  it  would  seem  that 
she  had  no  chance  as  she  has  only  won  one 
meet — the  one  with  West  Point.  But  an 
analysis  of  the  various  meets  shows  her  to 
be  much  stronger  than  the  scores  would 
indicate.  The  team  is  coming  fast  and  with 
the  advantage  of  being  on  their  own  floor, 
should  give  a  good  account  of  themselves. 

Reviewing  the  various  meets,  we  find 
that  Lehigh  lost  to  Penn  State  (last  year's 
champions)  by  17+  to  9J,  which  was  far 
from  discreditable  for  a  team  lacking  in 
seasoning  and  experience.  Against  Colum- 
bia we  again  were  on  the  short  end  of  the 
score,  15  to  8.  But  Columbia  were  hung 
with  horse-shoes,  for  they  won  their  bouts 
in  several  cases  with  the  advantage  of  a 
few  seconds,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  Shoe- 
maker, of  Lehigh,  in  the  145-pound  class, 
was  winning  his  bout  from  Hart,  of  Colum- 
bia, when  he  pulled  a  muscle  from  a  rib 
and  had  to  default.  In  the  Navy  match  we 
were  overwhelmed,  27  to  0,  but  the  crack 
Penn  State  team  had  to  bow  to  the  Navy, 
20  to  5,  which  makes  our  score  look  better. 
Fortunately  for  the  rest  of  the  colleges,  the 
Navy  is  not  in  the  Wrestling  League. 
Against  Cornell's  strong  team,  Billy  Sheri- 
dan bad  to  enter  three  substitutes  as  his 
team  was  badly  crippled.  Result,  a  17  to  8 
defeat.  The  next  meet  occurred  on  March 
11  (just  as  we  are  going  to  press)  with 
West  Point,  and  Lehigh  won,  16  to  15,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  again  she  lost  a  match 
by  default  through  an  injury.

SWIMMING  TEAM 

The  Lehigh  mermen  closed  a  successful 
season  on  March  11,  winning  second  place 
in  the  Middle  States  Intercollegiates,  which 
was  staged  in  the  pool  in  Taylor  Gym- 
nasium. Lehigh  had  previously  won  the 
championship  of  the  League,  which  was  de- 
cided by  the  number  of  points  scored  in  the 
dual  meets,  all  of  which  Lehigh  won,  beat- 
ing Rutgers  (42  to  29),  Hopkins  (36  to  35), 
and  Swarthmore  (40  to  13),  so  we  had  high 
hopes  of  winning  first  place  when  these 
four  teams  met  to  decide  the  event  cham- 
pionships. But  Rutgers  repeated  her  vic- 
tory of  last  year  with  Lehigh  second, 
Swarthmore  third  and  Hopkins,  who  had 
pushed  Lehigh  the  hardest  of  any  team  in 
the  dual  meets,  a  poor  fourth.  Scores: 
Rutgers,  42-1;  Lehigh,  30+;  Swarthmore, 
15;  Hopkins,  7. 

All  events  were  hotly  contested  and  two 
records  were  lowered,  due  to  the  close 
competition.  Rutgers  captured  five  firsts, 
including  the  relay  race.  Lehigh,  Johns 
Hopkins  and  Swarthmore  each  had  one 
first,  while  Lehigh  took  second  place  in  six 
events  and  pushed  the  winners  hard  for  the 
honors. 

Giebel,  the  metropolitan  star,  of  Rutgers, 
was  easily  the  star  performer  of  the  day, 
taking  three  firsts  and  breaking  the  tank 
record  for  the  100-yard  dash. 

Harmon,  Lehigh  freshman,  was  a  close 
second  for  individual  honors,  capturing  a 
first  and  two  seconds.  He  lowered  the  pool 
record  in  the  220-yard  swim  and  pushed 
Giebel  to  the  limit  in  the  100-yard  dash. 
Von  Standing,  of  Rutgers,  surprised  the 
Lehigh  plungers  by  beating  out  Underwood, 
of  the  Brown  and  White,  with  a  plunge  of 
68  feet  9  inches. 

Roland,  of  Johns  Hopkins,  nosed  out 
Gangewere.  of  Lehigh,  in  the  breast-stroke 
event  by  one-fifth  of  a  second.  Baxter,  of 
Swarthmore,  won  the  fancy-diving  event, 
after  strenuous  competition  with  Childs 
and  Astarita,  of  Lehigh,  and  Galbraith,  of 
Rutgers. 

The  200-yard  relay  was  nip  and  tuck 
throughout,  with  Giebel,  of  Rutgers,  swim- 
ming as  anchor  man,  finally  beating  the  Le- 
high merman  by  less  than  a  second.

LEHIGH    MEN"    WHO   WRITE 

The  Army  and  Navy  Journal  of  January 
28,  1922,  contains  an  article  by  H.  F.  J. 
Porter,  M.E.,  '78,  on  "Capt.  John  Ericsson 
and  the  Screw  Propeller,"  which  is  the  first 
of  a  series  of  three  articles  by  Porter  on 
the  builder  of  the  famous  Monitor.  Porter 
was  associated  with  Ericsson  at  the  old 
DeLamater  Iron  Works,  which  plant  might 
well  be  called  the  "Cradle  of  the  Modern 
Navy."  Practically  every  important  de- 
velopment in  naval  ship  construction  and 
equipment  was  created  and  developed  there 
under  Cornelius  H.  DeLamater  and  Capt. 
John  Ericsson. 

Porter,  by  the  way,  is  Chairman  of  the 
Tablet  Committee  of  the  DeLamater-Erics- 
son  Commemoration,  which  was  held  in 
New  York  on  March  9,  1922,  on  the  60th 
Anniversary  of  the  Battle  between  the 
Monitor  and  the  Merrimac. 

The  Report  of  the  Smithsonian  Institu- 
tion for  1920,  which  has  recently  come  from 
the  press,  contains  an  article  by  Herbert  H. 
Beck,  A.C.,  '96,  entitled  "The  Occult  Senses 
in  Birds."  The  author  has  some  interest- 
ing observations  and  data  which  indicate 
that  there  exists  selectively  in  many  ani- 
mals below  man  the  power  to  find  mate  and 
food  without  the  assistance  of  the  known 
senses.  He  suggests  as  a  working  hypo- 
thesis that  these  senses  are  simply  phases 
of  an  "occult"  sense  of  which  the  homing 
sense  is  another.  This  occult  sense  has 
taken  three  phases  as  determined  by  the 
prime  necessities  of  life-food,  mate  and 
home  in  their  relations  to  space;  it  has 
been  a  potent  determinant  in  evolving 
species  of  past  ages,  and  it  exists  widely 
though  perhaps  selectively  distributed  in 
animal  life  today.

He  is  Engineer  for  this  company 
and  also  President,  California  Metal  and 
Mineral  Producers  Association.

'Who  Was  John  Hancock?39 


JOHN  HANCOCK  was  an  American 
statesman  and  patriot.  His  signature 
is  found  on  the  oldest  and  most  im- 
portant documents  of  Massachusetts, 
and  of  the  United  States.  He  was  the 
first  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence and  was  the  first  Governor 
of  Massachusetts. 

John  Hancock  was  born  at  Quincy, 
Massachusetts,  in  1737.  He  graduated 
from  Harvard  College,  and  entering 
upon  his  uncle's  business  became  a  suc- 
cessful merchant  in  Boston.  He  gained 
much  in  social  power  and  in  wealth, 
being  meanwhile  justly  popular  for  his 
integrity  and  ability. 

He  was  in  1765-1770  a  selectman  of 
Boston  and  a  member  of  the  general 
court.  With  Samuel  Adams  he  led  the 
Massachusetts  Whigs,  and  only  escaped 
capture  at  Lexington  and  Concord  by 
virtue  of  the  valiant  fight  by  the  Minute 
Menonthe  "Nineteenth  of  April  in  75." 

John  Hancock  was  subsequently 
known  in  various  positions:  asPresident 
of  the  Continental  Congress,  as  Major- 


General  of  the  Massachusetts  military 
forces,  as  President  of  the  Constitution- 
al Convention.  He  died  at  Quincy, 
Massachusetts,  October  8,  1793. 

The  historical  position  of  John  Han- 
cock is  unique  in  State  and  Nation.  He 
wielded  great  political  influence  butwas 
always  liberal  and  public-spirited.  His 
name  is  most  prominent  as  a  Whig 
leader  during  the  American  Revolution 
in  such  events  as  the  Boston  Massacre, 
the  Boston  Tea  Party  and  the  battles 
of  Lexington  and  Concord. 

John  Hancock  signed  his  name  first 
to  the  Declaration  of  Independence. 
He  thus  risked  his  own  "life,  liberty, 
and  pursuk  of  happiness"  that  these 
privileges  might  be  obtained  for  others 
to  enjoy.  To  this  end  he  "pledged 
his  life,  his  fortune,  and  his  sacred 
honor." 

That  he  was  popular  and  efficient 
may  be  judged  from  the  fact  that  he 
was  for  ten  years  Governor  of  Massa- 
chusetts, being  elected  annually  to  this 
office  by  popular  vote.

In  a  paper  read  before  the  Illuminating  Engineering  Society,  February,  1920, 
entitled,  "A  Survey  o£  Industrial  Lighting  in  Fifteen  States,"  R.  O.  Eastman  sub- 
mitted some  very  interesting  data  regarding  the  lighting  conditions  in  industrial 
institutions.  The  survey  comprises  some  446  institutions,  in  which  lighting  was 
considered  by  55.4%  as  being  vitally  important,  and  by  31.6%  as  being  moderately 
important,  and  by  13%  as  being  of  little  importance.  Practically  58%  considered 
that  lighting  was  as  important  as  power  in  the  operation  of  the  plant,  and  a  small 
proportion  would  give  more  attention  to  lighting  than  to  anything  else. 

In  considering  the  present  condition  of  lighting  as  found  in  the  various  plants, 
only  9%  ranked  as  excellent,  about  1/3  ranked  as  good,  29%  fair,  18.8%  poor,  3.5% 
very  poor,  and  7.8%  partly  good  and  partly  poor.  It  was  found  that  the  lighting  in 
the  offices  was  far  superior  to  that  in  the  shops;  19%  being  excellent,  36%  good,  31% 
fair,  and  only  13%  poor  and  none  very  poor. 

On  consulting  the  executives  regarding  what  factors  were  most  important  in 
considering  lighting,  the  following  facts  were  revealed:  Increase  of  production  79.4%, 
decrease  of  spoilage  71.1%,  prevention  of  accidents  59.5%,  improvement  of  good 
discipline  51.2%,  and  improvement  of  hygienic  conditions  41.4%.  Manufacturers 
who  have  good  lighting  appreciated  its  value  largely  from  the  standpoint  of  its 
stimulating  effect  upon  output. 

There  is  no  question  that  any  intelligent  man  who  carefully  considers  the 
necessity  for  good  lighting  in  an  industrial  plant,  will  agree  that  it  is  impossible 
for  a  person  to  do  as  good  work,  either  in  quality  or  quantity,  in  poor  light  as  in 
good  light,  but  yet  the  result  of  a  careful  analysis  discloses  the  fact  that  only  about 
40%  of  industrial  plants  are  furnishing  good  light  to  their  workers  and  60%  are 
operating  under  poor  lighting.  It  is  hard  to  understand  why  such  a  proportion  of 
concerns  can  be  satisfied  with  a  condition  which  is  universally  admitted  to  be  a 
curtailer  of  efficiency  and  a  prolific  causer  of  accidents.  The  principal  cause  of  this 
condition  is  that  those  in  charge  of  such  establishments  have  not  given  the  attention 
to  lighting  that  it  demands.  They  do  not  know  what  constitutes  good  lighting,  and 
in  their  absorbing  interest  of  other  factors  of  production  have  overlooked  a  vital  one. 

Every  safety  official  should  deeply  interest  himself  in  the  lighting  of  his  plant 
and  insist  upon  good  lighting  as  much  as  good  goggles,  good  guards  and  other  neces- 
sary accident  prevention  equipment.  Every  production  manager  should  insist  upon 
good  lighting  because  the  efficiency  of  the  working  force  is  increased  by  the  condition 
of  the  lighting  furnished.  The  plant  physician  should  examine  the  lighting,  for  eye 
strain  and  eye  fatigue  are  directly  affected  by  poor  lighting,  as  is  the  hygienic  con- 
dition. Well  lighted  plants  are  invariably  cleaner  than  poor  lighted  places.  Plants 
equipped  with  Factrolite  Glass  in  all  windows  are  well  lighted.
